_■ The general price structure should not alter great- 

ly when the war ends and this will contribute to nation¬ 
al stability. There will probably be no depression to the 
demoralizing degree that prevailed after the last war. 
But there will be a period of readjustment and re-em¬ 
ployment which aari scarcely be escaped. There is no 
suggestion of scaring the public into buying bonds now, 
with the threat of some terrible mythical post-war de¬ 
pression. But it is seriously suggested that these Sav¬ 
ings will be very helpful in the transition period be¬ 
tween peace economy and war'economy. Everyone real¬ 
izes the satisfaction which comes from money saved 
and safely invested. Even though ihe purchase be small 
in accordance with means, it brings a sense of security. 

And aside from the reasons of thrift, the primary 
call on the public is because Canada needs the money. It 
is needed for the armed services and equipment which 
they must have. The Sixth Victory Loan has been 
termed by some “the Invasion loan,” and there seems 
little doubt that it will be so. The bonds now being 
purchased will provide our fighting men with the equip¬ 
ment which they must have in unending stream in order 
to press through to Berlin.

SAVE AND HASTEN PEACE 


TN the last war large sums were invested by individuals 
in government bonds. It was an investment made 
when money was plentiful and was scarcely missed at 
the time by the purchaser. But there are a number of 
people in this district today who will testify that those 
bonds, bought almost carelessly during war years, 
proved.a godsend in the post-war periods of drought, 
depressed farm prices and poor markets. They were a 
life-line which enabled many a man to'pull through to 
better times. In every instance they doubtless returned 
much more than their original purchase price to the 
owner, because money was not so easy to come by after 
the war, and the purchasing value was greater. 

In the current war there are many more people sub¬ 
scribing to Victory loans than in the last war. The buy¬ 
ing is much more widespread, and there are not many 
homes that cannot boast a few small bonds. In this 
war bonds are not “carelessly” bought, because a strict 
check has been kept on prices, and there is little mush¬ 
rooming of wealth in the sense that prevailed in the last
